There is litsle Rented but that it 

is the will:of the people that the 
Sapreme Court. of this State, as 
known at. present, should be abol- 
ished, and if they had the issue pat 
squarely before. them would so 
vote. It isasimple luxury, a fifth 
wheel to the wagon, and the State 
should not be asked to pay out 
eighteen tLousahd dollars a year 
for its support any longer. We 
could do as we talked, and as it was 
understood when the new system 
of judiciary was inangurated—that 
is, let the District Judges sit in 
banc as a Sapreme Court. We 
suggest that, a8 one of the District 
Judges will have presided at the 
trial of eVery case thdt comes be- 
fore the Supreme Court, and will 
therefore be disqualified to sit in 
bane, one additional Judge ‘be ap- 
pointed and the State redivided as 
follows: One to hold Court in 
‘Eureka, White Pine, Lincoln and 
Nye; one in Elko, Humboldt and 
Lander; one in Washoe, Churchill, 
Ormsby and Douglas; one ip 
Sto;ey,Esmeraldaand Lyon, That 
will provide three Judges always 
for the Supreme Bench...

There are good reasons for believing that 
the Apostle for the Gentiles, St. Panl, visit- 
el f>:in. In his Epistle to the Romans, 
St. Paul says: “I will go by you into Spain 
and I know that when I come unto you 
sail come in the fulness of the blessing of 
Cirist.” “Several ancient authors refer in 
their writings to St. Paul’s visit to Spain, 
and his Western journéy. Clement of 
Rome, in the first century, in his Epistle to 
the Corinthians, states that St. Pani “went 
to the end of the West.” Caius, the 
Presbyter, in the beginning of’ the third 
cen.ury, says that “writings not incladed.in 
the canons of Scripture expressly mention 
the journey of St. Paul from’ Rome into 
£>aiu.” Lippolytus, in the same century, 
sis that “St. Paut went as far as Ilyricum 
al Itaty and Spain, preaching the Gospel.” 
Atharna:ius, in the fourth century, says that 
“t. Laul did not hesitate to go to Rome 
and to Spain.” Jerome, in the same cent- 
u-y, says that “St. Paul, after his release 
from his trial ‘before Nero, preached the 
Cosvefin the Western parts.””’ Theodoret, 
in tre fifth century, said that ‘when in 
eansequence of his appeal to Ceesar, St. 
Poul was sent to Rome by Festus, and was 
acyuited on bis defenee, he went to Spam,

The Spanish branch of the Church was in 
its eurlicr years intensely opposed to every 
form of mints. The Church in Spain 
was, noreover, fer many centuries a nation- 
al c'.nrch, in much Ahe same sense as. now 
the Church of England is’ national, and 
was governed by its own Bishops, -who 
revov:.ized no foreign episcopal jutisdiction 
or intervention over their branch of the 
Church. 

Uri-inally the Bishop of Rome exercised 
no jurisdiction outside of his own diocese, 
wit ht consisted of the city of Rome and its 
suvacbs, The first Bishop» who tried to 
vcurp world-wide jurisdiction was not a 
L:-':op of Rome, but a Bishop of Constanti- 
no;le. | 

The Church in Spain had its own liturgy, 
called the Mozarabic, The great Jesuit 
historian of Spain, Mariana, has carefull 
recorded in his history the way in whic 
that ancient Spanish liturgy was largely 
but not entirely, suppressed in Spain, and 
the Latin mass made to take its place. 
Near the end of the eleventh century a 
f>anish King, Alfonso VI., who had mar- 
ried a French Prineess, Constance, largely 
turouch the influence of that Prench Prin- 
ecss, and also that of a French ecclesiastic, 
permitted the then Bishop of Rome to:gain 
a1 undue control over the Spanish Church, 
and also allowed the Mogarabic rite to be 
lirvely supplanted by the Latin mass 
t'::uvushout Spain, ‘The Mozarabie liturgy, 
however, continued to be used in some 
eiurches in Spain, as the Spanish people 
weve very. loath to give. up their primitive 
GR oe ge The learned and able Arch:

Two powerful empires in the newly dis- 
covered territories, one that of }-2>{c0.

and the other that of Peru, ruled by te 
Inca, Atahualpa, on the west coast of 
America, were soom conquered 
Spaniards; the first by the 
Spanish warrior Cortes and his valiant fel- 
low-countrymen; the second by Pizarro 
and his Spanish companions. Colonies of 
old Spain were soon planted throughout 
large portions of North and South Amicrica;
